The High Party cry out upon the Diffen- 
ters, and make this a Handle to reproach 
them, that if they had Power in their 
Hands, they would not give a Toleration 
to Epifcopacy ;.and they bring Scotland to 
prove it, where Epifcopacy has fuch a Tole- 
ration already by A@ of Parliament, that 
no Diffentersin England ever enjoy’d, Viz.

ceptions, only for Liberty to keep a Meeting 
Houfe. 

All that would take the Oaths, being 
thus fuffer’d to remain in the Churches, it 
naturally follows, that thofe who preach in 
Meeting-houfes muft be fuch as would not 
take thefaid Oaths. Now pray, Gentle- 
men of the Church of England, what do 
you do with fuch ? Do you fuffer them to 
preach ? Is there any Tolecation in E7g- 
land to any thatrefufle the Oaths ? —— 
But yee farther, Is there any Toleration to 
thofe who refufe to pray for the QUEEN, 
and openly, tho’ equivocally, pray for the 
Pretender? Pray, Gentlemen, what <. 
you do with fuch ? Have: you not taken 
their Livings from them, depos’d their 
Bifhops and Clergy, turn’d them all cut, 
and given their Livings to others ? -—— 
Do you fuffer any Facobite Conventicles 
among you, undifturb’d ?. Do you not pres 
fecute, and according to this modern Dia- 
leét, perfecute them ? 

Well, and what do the S:ots Presbyterians 
do with them ? How do they ufe them ? 
Truly, Gentlemen, I°fl tell you how—and 
dentreat you nct to take it on my Credit, 
but make Enquiry into the Faét, whether 
it be true orno—and let the Enemy con- 
fute it if they can——- The following Par- 
ticulars are unqueftionably true of them, 
aud J undertake to come up to the Bar of 
the House of Commons, if call’d, to prove it 
to their Faces. 

Their Meetings difpers’d over Scotland, 
are every-where, as they pleafe, open 
and undifturb’d, and Fifteen of them 
in particular in the City of Edinburgh. 

Their Miniffers refufe the Oaths, reje& 
the Government, pray not for the 
QUEEN——<And in equivocal Phrafes 
plainly pray for the ufvrping Pre- 
tender. 

In feveral of their Meetings, even in 
Edinburgh, the Common-Prayer is 
openly read without any Difturbance, 

Jn fome, where they read the Common: 
Prayer, they have the Affurance to 
mifs the Colleét for the QUEEN, be- 
caufe they refufe to pray for Her.

“As to the Church, theyneither ownher 
Articles, nor fubmit to her Ecclefi- — 


aftick Government, but on all Occa- 


fions, even in their Immoralities, de- 
cline the Authority of the Church, 
defie their Laws, appeal from their 
jurifdi@ion,and refufe to appear when 
cited co Judicatories. By this means 
all Difcipline ceafes, Immoralities can- 
not be cenfur’d, or Vices punith’d ; 
clandeftine Marriages are daily ¢and 
fome fatally) officiated in by them, 
illegal Baptifms adminiftred, and no- 
torious Crimes fhelter’d. 


Yet under all this, the Church of Scot- 
land, willing to forbear them, and ftudying 
the molt moderate Meafures——let them 
alune, wink’d at their Diforders,: and they 
enjoy’d all the Liberty they could afk, and 
indeed more than, would you grant it, 
they would take; Of which bereafter. Bat 
this willnotdo; they refolve to have this 
Liberty by Force, in Spight of Law, in the 
Teeth of the Conftitutions, and in Defiance 
of the Union To obtain this, they 
upon all Occafion enter violently into 
Charches, keep Poffeffion of Manfes, rab- 
ble the Minifters fent by the Presbyters, 
lock up the Church Doors againft the law- 
ful Incumbents, and break them open, 
where lock’d againft them When 
fummon’d to aafwer, refufe to appears 
when ferv’d with a Charge of Horning, 
fhut out the Officers, and in fhort, offer all 
Sorts of Injuries to the Perfons of the Mini- 
fters, and all Sorts of Contempt to the 
Government, whether Eccleliaftick or 
Civil And if the Church oppofes 
them with the Laws, if the Magi‘trates 
proceed according to Law againft, and 
imprifon them, thea the Out-cry reaches 
your Ears, and you are told of Perfecution. 

Now that you may fee a little, what 
Kind of People thefe are that would be 
tolerated—and what abundant Reafon the 
Church of Scotland has to be kind to them, 
aad forbear them, I thiok, it will not be 
amifs, fince ye have great Cries of Hard- 
fhip and Oppreffion, to let you into fome 
of the Violences, Diforders, and Infolen- 
cies, which thefe People are guilty of, and

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which force the Scots, in Defence of their 
Laws, Liberty, and of the Government, 
to fal] upon fome of thems and tho’ this is 
a Work, [have forbora a great while, and 
do it now with-Relud@ance; yet becaufe 
they fay, fome of thefe have appeal’d to 
the Parliament, itcan no longer be fic to 
keep it private ; and-let them bring thefe 
Things to Parliament when they pleafe. 

In a certaia Parifh, not many Miles from 
Aberdeen, a Church-being vacant, the 
Presbytery appoint a Minifter to preach 
there ; the Heretor or Lord being Epifco- 
pai, ond Oa*, who has of late receiv'd a 
Number of Common-Prayer Books from 
England fent thither Grats by an eminent 
dignify’d Clergy-man, as a Charity, re- 
fufes to recive the Minifter into the 
Chu:ch—— This occafion’d long Conten- 
tion but whea he faw he could not pre- 
vent it but by. Violence,. he lets. him come, 
and commands all his-Tenants, over whom 
he is an abfolute Tyrant, not to goto the 
Church——which the poor fubje&ed People, 
otherwife defirous of hearitg, dare not 
but comply with, otherwife they will be 
tuin’d ouc of their Livings and Farms; a 
poor Servant Maid defirous to hear the 
Presbyterian Misifer, fays to One of her 
Neighbours —Way will they nos let the New 
Miniter come bither, I do not know why be 

uld not come, J like to bear him very well— 
Thefe, or Words to this Effet, areall they 
can charge her with ; the Words are re- 
ported again to the Lord, and he caufes 
the Wench to be taken up, and put her in- 
to a Hole under the Crofs, where fhe had 
not any Room to ftaad; but as fhe fet her 
Foot upon the Threfbold withia the Door, 
and hung by her Hands upon the Door, 
otherwife fhe muft have ftood up to her 
Knees In Water and Mud ; in this Pofture 
the poor Creature was kept 24 ‘Hours, and 
then at the Interceffion of the Neighbours, 
the was let out—— This is one Inftance of 
a great many in that Place, and yet the 
Governmenr, either Civil or Eccleliaftick, 
bas enter’d-into no Meafures with this 
Gentleman 3 his Zpifcopel Minifter reigns, 
he reads the Common-Pzayer openly with- 
out any Moleftation, and the peor People 
generally go to hear ir, becaufe they dare

At another Parifh in the Shire of Angm; 
a Church being likewife vacant, the Here. 
tors or Lords being Epiftopal for a long 
Time, have refus'd tu call a Minifter, upon 
which thePresbytery, according tothe Laws 
of the Country, have fupply'd thePiace with 
Minifters to preach, and caufed the Tythes 
to be fet a Part to defray the Charge; at 
laft fome of the Heretors comply, and figa 
a Call toa young Man, who the People alto 
iets their a ing to—- And upon this 
the young Man is ordain’d at this ch 
and fettled as their Minifter, “yy 

The Manfe or Parfonage-Houfe is pof- 
fefs'd by an Epifcopal Di >. and the 
Church is lock’d up by bim, or fome of the: 
Heretors, that when the Minifter comes to 
the Parifh, when he demands the Houfe, 
he refufes to remove ; when he comes ta 
the Church, he finds the Doors lock’d, and 
a Rabble of Women and poor defpicable 
People, fet on Work by their Landlords, 
throng at the Doors of the Church and 
Church-yard; to keep him out--—— Thus 
now the poor perfecuted Epifcopa} Miuifters, 
ye talk of, deal with the ettablith’d Church. 
And when the Government takes Notice 
of it, this is Perfecution The fettled: 
Minifter in this Cafe is fain to ledge at his 
own Charge in the Town, and the Diffen- 
ting Liturgy-man keeps Pofleffion of che 
Mant ; the fectied Minifter is fain to preach 
in the Church-yard, and the Difensing 
Intruder turns his Parfonage-houfe into a 
Church, and preaches within Doors, 

But when you come to the poor People, 
they all run to the Presbyterian Minifter, 
except a few, that beiog aw’d by their 
Lords, dare do nothing but as they are 
orderd by them; and thus the new Mini- 
fter has a thoufand People to hear him, and 
the other about an Hundred. 

Really, Gentlemen, if.I fhovld enter 
upon giving you Particulars of this Kind, 
it would reach to the End of this Volume— 
It would tire you to hear them 3 and. were 
you in Scotland to fee thefe Things, you 
would fmile to think how you have been 
impos’d upon in the Article of ‘Perfecu: 
tion 3. for really if you pleafe to take ic 
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ht, The Difenters here :profcute — the 
etfablitird Cheech, not the eftablith’d 
Church the Diffenters. ~ ; 


I fhall give you afew more Inftances, 
hefore I leave it however, and perhaps 
you may-hear of fome more Perfecutions ia 
the Church-here oppofing thefe Violences 3 
for at this‘Rate, there isno Church in the 
World but muft perfeeute.  - 

T was once thinking to look back to the 
Alfage, the Zpifcopal Party here gave the 
Presbyterians, when the firtt were reigaing, 
and the laft were Diffemters ; inorder to 
let the World fee, what Kind of People 
would be tolerated in Scotland, and in 
order to let youjudge, whether the Church 
of Scotland have not abundant Reafon to 
put Power again into their Hands; but 
this Story is fo black, fo fall of Cold-Blood 
Murthers, Barbarities, aud dreadful Sto- 
ries, that I cannot find in my Heart toen- 
‘ter upon it——— Only-to tell you, thatno
